Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader .

/rassell & Co 6/-). Mr. Kirby is a final authority on the subject of his 
book and we are exceedingly glad to have a handy volume containing not 
onlv the British butterflies and moths, but the far more numerous “familiar” 


continental species. It is disappointing, when you are fairly familiar with 
our English species, to come upon beautiful strangers in France or 
Germany and not to be able to identify them. The later rumours of 
butterflies crossing the seas are of peculiar interest, because we have only 
between sixty and seventy species, as compared with some three hundred 
across the channel (including the countries abutting on the Alps and 
Pyrenees). Mr. Kirby considers that “ as a rule islands are very poor in 
butterfly life, and the further they are separated from the nearest continent 
the fewer butterflies they produce.” “The butterfly fauna of the British 
Islands is very poor compared to that of either P'rance or Germany.” The' 
plates, it need hardly be said, are exquisite both in colour and drawing. 
The author’s notes are admirably clear and interesting, and have the 
freshness which distinguishes the original observer from the mere compiler. 
Fatniliar Butterflies should be a delightful Christmas box for any boy 
or girl.

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shocked us but a little reflection showed that in a Roman Catholic country 
no middle’ course is possible. The religious teaching being entirely 
clerical you must either admit the clerics or shut them out. Ihere is no 
lay teaching of religion. M. Robin had at his back the Department of the 
Seine (not the Government) and his employers being anti-clerical he was 
well supported. Needless to say there was plenty of teaching bearing on 
the formation of character and goodness. 

Our impression 'of the orphanage was wholly pleasant. 1 he boys and 
girls studied and played together like a large family ; the idea of sex 
seemed not to occur to them. M. Robin was in everyway an advanced 
educationist, emancipated from tradition and rational all round. 

Co-education, however, was a thing too advanced for the French mind. 
If it is still regarded in England with suspicion, in France it is regarded 
with horror. The enmity of the clerics was increasing. Time after time 
they led the assault upon M. Robin, spreading every kind of unsavoury 
rumour about life at the orphanage. 1 can only say that my wife and I, 
knowing M. and Mdme. Robin, and having watched the ways and manners 
of the children, believe these rumours to have been false. But at last the 
clerical attack succeeded ; M. Robin was dismissed. He called upon me 
in London shortly after. He was leaving France. Having been for some 
time French master at the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, he was 
accustomed to English people, and he had decided, by a study of metereo- 
logical tables, that the finest climate in the world was that of Auckland. 
1 introduced him to one or two New Zealanders who gave him information, 
and he sailed. His intention w’as to use his knowledge of agriculture, 
and he hoped to be able to send for his family in a year’s time. I have 
written to him once or twice at the address he gave (Poste Restante), but 
have not had a reply. I hope, however, that he is thriving in the new world. 
But it is hard for a Frenchman to leave France.
